And although an Aaron may 
ſometimes ſupply a Moſes, and Elo- 
quence be borrowed from the tongue of a 
Miniſter, yet ſurely no great Monarchie 
was <ucr rais'd,but lhe the King him- 
(cite was a® competent Speaker, In the 


Romane Empireitis obicru'd by © Taci- 


tur, that the Princes of the firſt line, Iu- 
lius, Auguſtus, Tiberius, Claudius, yea and 
Caius himlelfe (as blunt as he was ) nc- 
uer borrowed a tongue to ſpeake to the 
people. Nero is noted to bee the firtt 
Ceſar, ©47 aiiene facundie eguit, wat 
cucr viurpt another mans Language:

Nero could tune his Inſtruments well, 
and yet,as* Apollonius laid toV ESP A4- 
STAN, he was a mecane Prince, be- 
caulc hee knew not how to tune a Peo- 
le. And on the other ſide, Themiſtocles 
could neucr play onthe Harpe,but yet is 
famous in all Ziſfories, © becauſe hee 
could make a Citie greatzr. Plutarque 
in his NoAimxe Tap ay Apathy ſpcakes 
of two Mc, that were hir'd at Athens 
for ſome publique worke, whereof the
